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GOOD SAMARITAN INNKEEPER 

SAVES LIFE OF ODD FELLOW 

Brother Who Had Been Suffering from Ptomainne Poisoning, 
Said Odd Fellowship Is the Best Assurance 
Society in the World

Forty years ago I knew a brother 
Odd Fellow whose name was Sam 
Pickens. Brother Pickens belonged to 
a little country lodge located near 
where he owned a small farm. Bro¬ 
ther Pickens was just about able to 
make a living on the farm for his wife 
and children and give them the or¬ 
dinary comforts of farm life. 

Brother Pickens was one of the most 
enthusiastic Odd Fellows I ever knew 
and my acquaintance with him began 
when he visited the lodge of which I 
was a member, and on which occasion 
he rode horseback about fifteen miles 
in order to make this lodge visit. I 
was so impressed with his enthusiasm 
and sincerity until I asked him what 
had so inspired him in behalf of Odd 
Fellowship, and he then told me the 
story which I give below as nearly in 
the words of Brother Sam Pickens as 
I can remember them. 

“I became an Odd Fellow five years 
ago and enjoyed very much the degree 
work and the social features of the 
lodge. I never thought much about 
how Odd Fellowship could benefit me 
or how much I could benefit Odd Fel¬ 
lowship until this last summer when 
the railroads ran an excursion from all 
over our section of the country to Gal¬ 
veston and return. I had worked hard 
and I had made a good crop and since 
1 had never been to Galveston I de¬ 
cided to go. 

I purchased a round trip excursion 
ticket, boarded the train and in due 
time arrived in Galveston. I was a 
stranger to everyone but this did not 
bother me at the time. I was able 
bodied and had enough money in my 
pocket for my necessary expenses and 


a return ticket home. It was summer 
time and 1 really had no need for a 
hotel so I just walked about all eve¬ 
ning and part of the night seeing the 
sights of the city, feeling sure that if 
I got tired and needed a room I would 
have no trouble in finding one. Like 
the country boy that I was, I tried out 
several new fangled dishes, sea foods 
of various kinds, for my dinner, all of 
which I enjoyed eating immensely. 
About eleven o’clock that night while 
walking along the beach, I became 
very ill and it seems to me that in less 
time than it takes to tell it I thought 
1 was dying. T did become unconscious. 

“The next thing I knew I awoke in 
a bed in a strange room feeling so ill 
until I did not care where I was nor 
how I got there, but realized it was 
daylight and the sun was shining. In 
a few minutes a man whom I never saw 
before came in the room with some 
black coffee which he forced me to 
drink. He refused to talk to me fur¬ 
ther than to say ‘drink this and keep 
quiet.’ I promptly vomited up the cof¬ 
fee he gave me but within a few min¬ 
utes he was back with more coffee 
which I had to drink, and for the next 
hour or so I was given coffee every ten 
or fifteen minutes until I quit vomit¬ 
ing. 

“I gradually gathered my wits to¬ 
gether and the man then told me that 
I had been found on the street the 
night before, dead to the world, and 
apparently very ill. The party who 
found me gave the alarm and the man 
who had been giving me coffee came 
upon the scene. This man was a bro¬ 
ther Odd Fellow and he discovered 
upon the lapel of my coat a pin bear¬ 
ing the three links, and for which I 


remember I had paid fifteen cents. He 
had me carried to the room in which I 
found myself, and which was a room 
in a small hotel operated by the bro¬ 
ther who was ministering to me. He 
had had the doctor with me twice be¬ 
fore I regained consciousness and the 
doctor had said that I had an extreme¬ 
ly bad case of ptomaine poisoning, and 
had instructed my host to give me 
black coffee to drink until I quit vomit¬ 
ing. 

“I was so ill and weak that I was 
compelled to remain there with my 
host for a week. The little money I 
had with me was insufficient to pay 
for my doctor bills, medicine and hotel 
room; and my return excursion ticket 
expired before 1 was able to go home. 
My host, the inn-keeper, was truly a 
good Samaritan. Somehow he managed 
to have my return ticket extended so 
that I could go home on it, paid my 
doctor bill and then gave me money 
for incidental expenses when I was 
ready to go home, saying that ‘when I 
came that way again I could repay 
him.’ I sent him the money as soon as 
I got home. 

“I firmly believe I would have died 
had it not been for the fact that I was 
an Odd Fellow with fifteen cents in¬ 
vested in an emblem of the order which 
I was wearing, and that I was found 
by a real Odd Fellow. 

“After I reached home, I thought 
over my experience very carefully and 
I promised myself that I would try to 
be a good Odd Fellow for the rest of 
my days and that I would visit some 
lodge other than my own at least once 
a month, and that is why I am here at 
your lodge tonight.” 

Sam Pickens lived several years af¬ 
ter the incident related above. He was 
a good citizen and an enthusiastic Odd 
Fellow to the time of his death and I 
have heard him say more, than once, 
“Odd Fellowship is not an insurance 
company, but it is the best assurance 
society in the world.”

D.G.M.’s Son Back 
From Active Service 

Just five years and eleven months 
from the day that he enlisted with the 
Calgary Highlanders’ Pipe Band, Sgt. 
David Woodard returned to the city. 

Oil Sept. 14, 1939, Sgt. Woodard 
signed up with the Calgary Highland¬ 
ers’ Pipe Band and after training in 
Calgary and Camp Shilo went overseas 
in August, 1940. He served in camps 
in England and transferred to the 
Armoured Corps in 1942. He specialized 
in tank gunnery. He was raised to the 
rank of Sergeant to become an instruc¬ 
tor in the Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst in 1943. He was the first 
man not an Englishman to hold this 
honor. 

The R.M.C. is over 400 years old and 
is considered Britain’s leading military 
college. It was used as the Canadian 
officer cadet training unit in England. 

After serving nine months in the 
R.M.C., he was assigned to active duty 
with the Calgary Regt. (Tanks) in 
1 lolland. 

Upon signing for the Canadian army 
Pacific force, he was repatriated to 
Canada for a thirty-day leave.

He was 
then assigned to the Canadian Postal 
Corps and is at the present time with 
No. 5 Canadian Repat.

HEADS SASKATCHEWAN LODGES 

Grand Lodge Holds 38th Annual Session at Saskatoon With 
Large Attendance; Impressive Memorial Service 
Held; Program Feature 


The thirty-eighth annual session of the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, I.O.O.F., was 
held in the I.O.O.F. Temple, 21st Street East, 
in the city of Saskatoon, on Wednesday and 
Thursday, June 1.3th and 14th, 1945. 

On Wednesday evening, June 13th, a pub¬ 
lic reception, concert, buffet supper and 
dance was held in the Legion hall under the 
auspices of the Saskatoon Rebekah and Odd 
Fellow lodges. In the unavoidable absence of 
His Worship the Mayor, Alderman F. C. 
Cron kite extended a welcome on behalf of 
the city to the visitors. 

The concert, which had been arranged by 
the local committee, consisted of musical 
numbers, fancy dancing, singing, and other 
items of interest, a feature of the program 
being the youthfulness of the artists, and of 
particular interest was the Scottish dance 
executed by two very young children. An¬ 
other outstanding item was a violin ensemble 
by eight boys. The program was an out¬ 
standing success, and was splendidly received 
by the large audience present. 

Following the singing and musical num¬ 
bers, Brother James S. Lombard, Grand 
Chaplain of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and 
special deputy of the Grande Sire, addressed 
the gathering, and his address was followed 
by addresses by Sister Frances Kalman, Pres¬ 
ident of the Rebekah Assembly, and Brother 
•Tas. A. Hagerman, Past Grand Sire. At the 
conclusion of the program a buffet supper 
was served, which was followed by a dance, 
with Jay Van's orchestra supplying the 
music. It was a very fine evening’s enter¬ 
tainment for the visiting Sisters and Broth¬ 
ers, and great credit is due the local com¬ 
mittee for the arrangements made by it. 

On Thursday morning at 8:30 o’clock, 
Queen Esther Rebekah Lodge No. 5, Saska¬ 
toon, and Miriam Rebekah Lodge No. 24, 
Saskatoon, conducted a very beautiful and 
impressive memorial service, which was wit¬ 
nessed by approximately four hundred peo¬ 
ple. A great deal of care had been given to 
the preparation of the service, and the Re- 
bekahs of Saskatoon are to be commended 
for the impressive manner in which it was 
conducted. It was generally conceded as be¬ 
ing one of the most impressive memorial 
services that has been held under the aus- 
pi,eees of the I.O.O.F. for many years. 

The registration of the representatives 
from the lodges commenced at 8 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning, and when the sessions 
were opened at 9 a.m., approximately one 
hundred and seventy-five representatives and 
Past Grands had registered, forty-one of 
whom were in attendance at Grand Lodge 
for the first time. 

A telegram was received from Brother W. 
C. Needham, Grand Master, in Vancouver, 
advising that he would not be present on ac¬ 
count of illness, and the sessions were pre¬ 
sided over by Brother John Maeklem, Deputy 
Grand Master, as acting Grand Master until 
the officers for 1945-46 were installed into 
Office. 

The following Grand Lodge officers were 
present for th.e sessions: 

Bro. John Maeklem, Deputy Grand Master, 
Saskatoon; Bro. S. Sundrstrom, Grand 


Warden, Kennedy; Bro. F. D. Gray, P.G.R., 
Grand Secretary, Regina; Bro. .1. E. Tanner, 
P.G.R., Grand Treasurer, Regina; Bro. H. S. 
Sweet, Grand Marshal, Aylsham; Bro. E. J. 
Hopper, Grand Chaplain, Wynyard; Bro. 
Grice Blythman, Grand Guardian, Maple 
Creek; Bro. R. E. Preston, Grand Herald, 
Watrous. 

Bro. W. G. Scott, Grand Conductor, of Rou¬ 
leau, was unable to attend on account of a 
bereavement in his family. The acting Grand 
Master appointed Brother W. C. Campbell, 
P.G.M., as acting Deputy Grand .Master, and 
Brother D. F. Spencer, P.G.M., as acting 
Grand Conductor. 

Following the conferring of the Grand 
Lodge and. Past Grand degrees by Brother Q. 
S. Sundstrom, Grand Warden, the acting 
Grand Master appointed Bro. L. G. Neal, Re¬ 
gina, journal clerk; Bro. V. C. McBrayne, 
Regina, Reading Clerk; Bro. Peter Dawson, 
Saskatoon, press reporter, and Bro. J. H. 
Muldoon, Carievale and Bro. A. E. Mathie- 
son, Qu’Appelle, Grand Messengers. The 
Grand Secretary appointed Bro. John Barker, 
of Allan, custodian of the secret work. 

Letters were read from Bro. F. J. Knudsen, 
a member of the committee on Judiciary, 
Bro. Fred A. Magee, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee on Laws of Subordinates, and Bro. W. 
A. Enticknap, a member of the committee on 
State of the Order, advising that it would 
not be possible for them to attend, and the 
acting Grand Master appointed Bro. F. E. 
Bregg of Semans, to the vacancy on the 
committee on Judiciary, and he also ap¬ 
pointed Bro. D. H. McFarlane, of Swift Cur¬ 
rent, to the same committee to replace Bro. 
H. W. White of Saskatoon, who was unavoid¬ 
ably absent. 

Bro. E. J. Brimacombc, of Tisdale, and 
Bro. Wm. Archer, P.G.R., members of the 
committee on Legislation, were unavoidably 
absent, and the acting Grand Master ap¬ 
pointed Bro. J. L. Reed of Watrous and Bro. 
J. W. Swanson, of Milestone, to the 
vacancies. 

Bro. Ed. Downie of Perdue and Bro. W. 
A. Enticknap of Kincaid, members of the 
committee on State of the Order, were not 
in attendance, and the acting Grand 
Master appointed Bro. W. C. Cameron of 
Areola, and Bro. Ernest Savage of Rouleau, 
to the said committee. 

Bro. E. Josephson of Radville, a member 
of the committee on mileage and per diem, 
was not present, and the acting Grand Mas¬ 
ter appointed Bro. C. R. Wilkie, of Mawer, 
to the vacancy on the committee. 

A letter from the office of th,e. Alberta 
Old Age Pensioners Society, was presented, 
and by resolution it was ordered filed, as 
the Grand Lodge was of the opinion that 
the letter did not come within it’s juris¬ 
diction. 

A resolution from district No. 22 requesting 
the Grand Lodge to appoint a district or¬ 
ganizer or fieldman, was referred to the 
special committee subsequently reported, 
and recommended that a suitable man be 
selected as fieldman with fulltime employ¬ 
ment; that every lodge in the jurisdiction 
be asked to contribute at least $25.00 toward 


defraying the salary and expenses of the 
fieldman; that the fieldman be paid a 
salary of $1800.00 per annum and expenses, 
and that such fieldman be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Master and Grand 
Secretary. After considerable discussion the 
Grand Lodge, by resolution, referred the re¬ 
port of the Special Committee to the Ad¬ 
visory Board for further consideration. 

A letter was presented from Bro. Wm. 
McBride, P.G.M., now residing in Van¬ 
couver, advising that as a result of an invi¬ 
tation received from the Grand Master, he 
anticipated with pleasure representing the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan at the 
British Columbia sessions which were being 
held in Vancouver on the same dates as the 
Saskatchewan sessions. 

A letter was presented from the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, 
advising that Bro. A. C. Woodard, Deputy 
Grand Master, had been appointed fraternal 
delegate from Alberta to the Saskatchewan 
sessions. 

A letter was received from Bro. Robert 
Duff, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge 
of Manitoba, advising that Bro. S. H. Pater¬ 
son, Grand Master, would attend the Sas¬ 
katchewan sessions as a fraternal delegate 
from the Grand Lodge of Manitoba. 

These letters were referred to the commit¬ 
tee on fraternal relations, which committee 
commended the Grand Master for appointing 
Bro. McBride as fraternal delegate to British 
Columbia, and also voiced its appreciation of 
having fraternal delegates present from the 
jurisdictions of Alberta and Manitoba. The 
committee tendered Bro. Q. S. Sundstrom, 
Grand Warden, a vote of appreciation for 
the splendid report of his visit to the Grand 
Lodge of Alberta, following his appointment 
by the Grand Master. 

One of the outstanding events of the 1945 
sessions was the attendance of Bro. Jas. S. 
Lombard, Grand Chaplain of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, and special deputy of the 
Grand Sire. The addresses delivered by him, 
by the fraternal delegates, and Bro. W. C. 
Smalley, Past Grand Chaplain of the Sove¬ 
reign Grand Lodge, who attended the ses¬ 
sions on Thursday for a short while during 
his stay in. Saskatoon, were indeed inspiring 
to the brothers present, and were enthusias¬ 
tically received by them. 

Bro. Q. 8. Sundstrom, Grand Warden, re¬ 
commended that th,e Grand Lodge enact the 
necessary legislation to provide for a Grand 
Jurisdictional Lodge, and his recommendation 
was concurred in by the Grand Lodge upon 
adoption of the report of the committee on 
legislation. 

Bro. Sundstrom also expressed a hope that 
in the not too distant future the jurisdiction 
of Saskatchewan would build an Odd Fellows 
home similar to the one in the jurisdiction 
of Manitoba. 

The report of the Grand Secretary showed 
a net increase in membership during 1944 of 
157 members, and it also recorded Milestone 
Lodge No. 00 as having won the M. D. Cad- 
well shield with a percentage gain in mem¬ 
bership of over 220%. 

The report further showed Maple Creek 
Lodge No. 5 as having increased its member¬ 
ship to 111, making it the fifth largest lodge 
in the jurisdiction. 

Forty-nine brothers passed to the Great 
Beyond during the year, and their contribu¬ 
tions to Odd Fellowship were fittingly re¬ 
ferred to in the report of the committee on 
necrology. The committee, in its report, also 
referred to the passing away of Bro. W. J. 
Huntingford, Grand Master of the Grand 
I.odge of Alberta, and the passing of Sister 
Mrs. E. .T. Hopper, wife of the Grand Chap¬ 
lain of Saskatchewan. 
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The proposed amendments to the Grand 
Lodge Constitution and By-laws and the Sub¬ 
ordinate Lodge Constitution, presented by 
Bro. K. F. Cleall, P.D.D.G.M., on behalf of 
District No. 20, which amendments suggested 
the payment of a funeral benefit of $100.00 
from the Home fund upon the death of every 
unsuspended member, and which also sug¬ 
gested the increase of the Home fund tax 
from $1.00 per annum to $2.00 per annum, 
were not concurred in by the Grand Lodge. 

The amendments to sub-section 42 of Sec¬ 
tion XVIII of the Grand Lodge Constitution, 
giving the lodges the power to create a spe¬ 
cial fund for the relief of distress both with¬ 
in and without the Order, and for any worthy 
charity or community activity, without re¬ 
quiring a dispensation from the Grand Mas¬ 
ter, were adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

As a result of a circular letter which was 
forwarded to the lodges shortly after the 
1!H4 Grand Lodge sessions, donations total¬ 
ling $300.40 were received for the ambulance 
fund, and as the fund owed the Home fund 
$181.88, the latter fund was reimbursed to 
that extent, and the balance of $118,58 was 
placed to the credit of the Home fund. 

Following the severe storm which struck 
Kamsack, Saskatchewan, in August, 1944, 
the lodges were circularized asking for dona¬ 
tions to the Kamsack emergency fund, and 
total donations of $1,015.42 were forwarded 
to the Grand Secretary’s office and transmit¬ 
ted by him to the trustees of the above fund. 
In addition to the foregoing donations two 
lodges forwarded their donations, amounting 
to $618.95, direct to the secretary of the 
Kamsack relief fund. 

When the books closed on April 30th, 1945, 
it was shown that, twenty-seven brothers in 
Saskatchewan had been granted life member¬ 
ships upon the payment of the required fees, 
the majority of the life members being mem¬ 
bers of Maple Cr,eek Lodge No. 5. 

A resolution from Kincaid Lodge No. 144, 
requesting that the annual terms be made 
optional so as to begin at the first of Janu¬ 
ary or the first of July, was not concurred 
in by the committee on legislation, and the 
committee’s report was adopted by the Grand 
Lodge. 

A resolution from Avlsham Lodge No. 186, 
requesting that the necessary legislation be 
enacted so as to permit the institution of 
junior branches of Odd Fellowship in Saskat¬ 
chewan, was referred to the committee on 
legislation, and the said committee recom¬ 
mended that no action bo taken at the pres¬ 
ent time, and its recommendation was ap¬ 
proved by the Grand Lodge. 

The special committee appointed at the 
1944 sessions to consider the advisability of 
soliciting donations to the Odd Fellows 
Emergency War Relief fund, presented its 
report to the advisory board, and recom¬ 
mended that the fund be created, and the 
lodges circularized. The advisory board con¬ 
curred in the committee’s report, and when 
the Grand Lodge books closed on April 30th, 
four lodges had donated a total of $71.00. 

The report of the Home fund trustees 
showed that five meetings had been held dur¬ 
ing the year; that three new grants totalling 
$75.00 per month had been authorized; that 
two grants had been increased; that two 
grants had been reduced; that two grants 
which had been discontinued had, at subse¬ 
quent meetings, been reinstated, and that 
nine grants had been discontinued. 

The report also showed that $4,476.14 had 
been received from Home fund assessments, 
$4,329.14 had been received from the inter¬ 
est and dividends; that $171.45 had been re¬ 
ceived from the Loverna farm; that $782.50 
had been received from the Otto Jahr farm; 
that $349.00 had been received from the 
Wynkoop farm; that $500.00 had been re¬ 


ceived from the Garritty mortgage, and that 
$310.61 had been received from other sources, 
making total ca ( sh receipts for the year, ex¬ 
clusive of the money received from the sale 
of the bonds, of $10,924.84. 

The expenditures from the fund for bene¬ 
volent purposes for the year amounted to 
$4,521.19, as compared with the expenditudes 
for the previous year of $5,381.01. The total 
amount expended for benevolent purposes 
since .June, 1923, to April 30th, 1945, was 
shown as $182,755.99, and during that time 
one hundred and ninety adults and two hun¬ 
dred and fifty-seven children have been as¬ 
sisted. 

The value of the fund as of April 30th, 
1945, was shown as $111,711.94, an increase 
of $150.43 as compared with the previous 
year. 

The report of the attendance shield trustees 
recommended that the shield be presented to 
Milestone Lodge No. 60, the lodge which 
showed the highest percentage attendance 
during the year. Upon adoption of the com¬ 
mittee’s report Bro. John Macklem, Grand 
Master, presented the representative from 
Milestone lodge with the shield. 

Bro. .J. A. Hagerman, Past Grand Sire, 
spoke in connection with the Odd Fellows’ 
War Emergency Relief fund, and urged that 
the fund be given the support of every lodge 
and every brother in the jurisdiction. 

The Grand Lodge, by resolution, decided to 
hold its 1946 annual sessions in the city of 
Regina on Wednesday and Thursday, June 
12th and 13th. 

Bro. H. A. Green, P.G.M., upon the invita¬ 
tion of Bro. .John Macklem, Grand Master- 
elect, installed into office the Grand Lodge 
officers, and following the installation of 
officers, Bro. W. W. Perrie, P.G.M., upon 
the invitation of the Grand Master, installed 
into office the District Deputy Grand Mas¬ 
ters who were present. 

The Grand Lodge officers and Grand Rep¬ 
resentatives for the .ensuing year will be 
found on page 16.

With all these visiting brothers, El¬ 
ston didn’t take a back seat either that 
night because the lodge room was 
taxed for seating accommodation, 
which goes a long way in having any 
brother say, “By gosh, I wouldn’t 
have missed that meeting for a good 
bit.” 

When Bro. Alfred C. Woodard, of 
Edmonton, visited the Saskatchewan 
Grand Lodge sessions in June, he gave 
Bro. Carl L. Harris, P.G.M., of Elston 
Lodge, a book of subscription blanks 
for the Alberta Odd Fellow. Bro. Har¬ 
ris told the boys about it on Wednes¬ 
day night and lo and behold, they 
swamped him with dollar bills and he 
had to tell some of them that he had 
run out of subscription receipts. Send 
us more, Al, and there is a possible 
chance we might start a race for sub¬ 
scriptions between Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan. What do you say?—C.L.H.

This will be a great opportunity to 
extend the work and influence of Odd 
Fellowship in Alberta. 

During the coming months, no doubt 
every lodge will endeavor to increase 
membership. Not only is it a commend¬ 
able object but it is necessary also to 
strengthen and hold the membership. 

The lodge is what the members make 
it. They should arrange interesting 
programs, make sure that members will 
be eager to return to the meetings and 
maintain this interest. 

Some salient points in building up a 
strong, successful lodge have been pub¬ 
lished by the Massachusetts Odd Fel¬ 
low. They are worth thinking over. 
Here they are: 

A good, live lodge cannot be serious¬ 
ly affected by external conditions. If 


the spirit of fraternity and brotherly 
love is alive within, there is no exter¬ 
nal condition, not even the overworked 
excuse of “unfavorable location and 
lack of material from which to draw 
new members,’’ that can cause it to 
give up the ghost and surrender its 
charter. 

A lodge is whatever its members 
make it, and is the expression of the 
spirit and interest of the members in 
the teachings of the Order. A “work¬ 
ing lodge” does not necessarily mean 
a lodge that is doing degree work most 
of the time—and dropping as many old 
members for non-payment of dues with 
every report. But a real, live “work¬ 
ing lodge” is one that holds regular 
meetings, whether its members be 
many or few, and in which the spirit 
and teachings of Odd Fellowship are 
at work for the benefit of its members 
and the uplift of humanity. 

Such a lodge need not worry about 
temporary financial difficulties nor a 
lapse in applications for membership. 
The first will be overcome in time and 
the second will soon adjust itself to 
the spirit that, emanates from within— 
for true Odd Fellowship is built from 
within and not from without the walls 
of a lodge room and the hearts of its 
members.—Massachusetts Odd Fellow.

The banquet was 
fine, but the program was too long, 
and in addition to the prepared pro¬ 
gram, which was too long, the chair¬ 
man of the meeting had the mistaken 
idea that he should call on everyone 
present, who would, to say a few 
words. Several accepted the invitation, 
but none used “few words.” One who 
arose to say a few words 1 consumed 
forty minutes in a very uninteresting 
history of early education in Texas. 
Another consumed twenty-five minutes 
in telling of his some thirty years con¬ 
nection with Odd Fellowship. 

It was 11:45 p.m. when the meeting 
finally closed. More than half of the 
crowd left before closing. Those who 
remained had been bored to the limit 
of endurance by the long program con¬ 
sisting mostly of long-winded speeches 
on subjects foreign to the purpose of 
the meeting. 

The meeting was killed without ac¬ 
complishing its purpose.

The American soldier started run¬ 
ning, the German shot at him three 
times, each shot a clear miss. The 
American soldier made it back to his 
lines and the story had reached me. 
The American soldier will always re¬ 
member the German who was a poor 
shot when it came to shooting his 
brother.
